What ahouM be dene hy Iheea who

"It Is very Importsnt that every per- 
son wbo bevoiues sick with influ :nza 
ahonld go hoaw at once and go to he<L 
This will help away danges«Ki±> 

compllCfltionH and will, at the Mnnie 
time, keep the patient from scatterfnp 
the diseas*! far and wide. It Is Itl^hl} 
deshahle that no one he allowe<t to 
sleep In tbe same room with the pa- 
tient. In fact, no one but the nurse 
should be allowed In the room. 

"If there is cough and sputum or 
running of the eyes and nose, cure 
should be taken that all such dis- 
chargea are collected on Mta (rf gauze 
or rag or paper napkins and bnme«L 
If the patient complains of ferver and 
headache, he should he given water to 
drink, a cold compre.ss to the forelieuil 
and a light si><jn;:e. Only such medi- 
cine should be given as is prescribed 
by the doctor. It la tooIWi to ask tbe 
druggist to prcacrlbe and may be dan- 
gerous to take the so-called "safe, sure 
and harmless" remedies advertised hy 
patent medicine manufacturers. 

*If the patient la ao aitaated that he 
can he attended only by eonie one who 
must qlsn look after others In the fam- 
ily, it Is ndvlsaMe that such attendant 
wear a wraiipor. apron or jrown o\ er 
the onilnury house doihes while In Ihe- 
sick room and slip this off when leav- 
ing to look aftCMthfr others. 

"Nurses and ntteiidnuls will do wolf, 
to guard against breathing In dan^^'r- 
ous disease germs hy wearing a simple 
fold of gauze or mask wUUe near tlie 
patient" 

will a person who has had Influena 
before catch the disease again? 

"It la wall known that an attack of 
meaales ar aearlet fever, or sm a llp o x 
nsoally protects a person againat an- 
other attack of the same disease. This 
sppears not to be true of 'Spanish in- 
fluenza.' According to newspaper re- 
I>orts the King of Spain suffereil an 
attack of influenza during the epi- 
demtc thirty yean ago^ and waa again 
stricken during tbe recent enlbreak In 
Spain." 

How can one guard aoalnst influ- 

"In guarding againat disease of all 

kinds, It is important that the body be 
kept strong and able to light ofl' dis- 
ease germs. This can be done by hav- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and reat. by keeping the body well 
dothod, and by eating snlllclent whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, it Is well to re- 
member that milk Is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So tar as a dls- 
easa Uke Influensa Is c once r ned, health 
atrthbrltlea everywhere recognize tiie 

very close relation between Its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While It is 
not alwn.vs pfissihle, especially In 
times like the present, to avoid such 
overcrowding, people ahonld consider 
tbe health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd- 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh 
air through open wftidows cannot be 
over emphasized. 

"Vij;hen crqwdlng Is unavoidable, as 
la sti^ cara, care should be taken to 
keep the face so turned as not to In- 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 

"It is ev>eclally Important to be- 
ware e( the pCTBoo nlia coni^ or 
sneezes without covering his mouth 
and noee. It also follows that one 
should keep out of crowd.s and stuffy 
places as much aS possible, keep 
homes, offices and' workshops well 
aired, spend some time <Hit of doors 
SSbt r^ ^SlMt^ If at all prae- 
effart ta basatha aa madi pure air aa 
possible. 

"In all health, matters follow the ad-
